DISTRICT CONFERENCE REPRESENTATION. 

The following law was adopted by the Conference in session at Gallatin, Tenn., Octo- 
ber 24, 1904, and amended at Clarksville in October, 1910: 

“The District Conference, in addition to its clerical delegates provided for in the law 
of the Church, shall be composed of the Recording Steward, the Trustees of District Par- 
sonage Property, and one delegate for every one hundred members; provided that each 
pastoral charge shall be entitled to two delegates, to be elected by the Quarterly Confer- 
ence at its first or second session of each Conference year.*’

— Question 1 was called: “Who are admitted on 
trial?^' The following, recommended by the District Conferences of the 
districts named, having passed approved examinations on the course of 
study prescribed, and being recommended by the Committee on Admissions, 
were admitted on trial : G. W. Baxter, from the Cookeville District, and Horace 
Clayton Adams, from the Nashville District. Alexander Rosson Hogan,^ 
recommended by the District Conference of the Mount Pleasant District, 
was admitted by a two- thirds vote of the Conference, notwithstanding his 
educational qualifications were not up to the required standard.

E. B. Chappell, 63; thus completing the number of alternates according to 
order before taken. E. R. McCord received 19; P. A. Sowell, 16; J. W.

J. Allison Molloy moved that an offering be made for the Secretary as an 
expression of appreciation of his services. Under a question of privilege, the 
Secretary protested and stated that whatever amount was raised would go to 
the payment of a deficit on the Journal fund, and that all contributing must 
understand that it would so be used. One hundred dollars was raised. 

Thanks. — R. J. Craig read the following resolution of thanks, which was 
adopted by a rising vote: 

Whereas the good people of Springfield, with hands so active, minds so thoughtful, and 
hearts so brotherly, have entertained the members of the Tennessee Conference; and 
whereas the Churches of the town not only opened the doors of their houses of worship

4. A memorial asking that the bishops be appointed to our foreign fields of missions for 
a term of four years. We recdmmend concurrence. 

5. A memorial bearing upon the efficiency and acceptability of our bishops. The com- 
mittee recommends concurrence. 

'6. A memorial from the Conference Board of Finance asking the General Conference 
to give the General Board of Finance right of way .during the ensuing quadrennium. 
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1922-1926, for the purpose of raising at least $10,000,000 for the superannuate preachers, 
the widows and orphans of deceased preachers. The committee recommends concurrence. 

7. A memorial from the president of the Conference Epworth League Board and others 
asking for the combining of the Senior Epworth League and the Young People’s Missionary 
Society, and also that the Junior Epworth League and the Junior Missionary Socie y e 
made one. The committee recommends nonconcurrence. 

8. A memorial asking for the continuation of the Commission on Unification of the two 
great Methodisms. The committee recommends concurrence. 

9. A memorial asking the General Conference to fix a standard plan and rate for annui- 
ties to be paid by our various Boards. We recommend concurrence.

BOARD OF MISSIONS. 



Report No. 1. 

As Methodists who are in perfect accord with John Wesley, who declared, **The world 
is my parish**; as professed followers of Him who said, “Go ye into all the world and make 
disciples of all the nations,** we must measure our progress in the terms of missionary 
advancement; we must gage our spiritual life by the sincerity and intensity of our passion 
for the redemption of others, yea, for the salvation of all men everywhere. 

We have reason to thank God and take courage, for in the great Centenary Movement 
God again used the people called Methodists for important pioneer work. We are glad 
that other denominations have entered earnestly upon an effort to meet their part of the 
enlarged responsibility, and we rejoice in every mark of God’s favor upon them, every 
proof of their zeal in the common cause. 

Great mountains, great ifien, and great movements alike must be viewed from a little 
distance to be comprehended in their true proportion and seen in their true perspective. 
The Methodist historian of to-morrow will record the fact that God, through the Centenary 
led Methodism into a new day. He will declare what none will then deny, that the Cente- 
nary marked the passing of the old and ushered in a new era of experience and achievement 
for the Church we love. We who have been privileged in the providence of God to par- 
ticipate in this epoch making movement do not foolishly and fatuously claim credit for 
ourselves, but in all humility of spirit and sincerity of soul declare: “Behold, what God 
hath wrought!” Recognizing the humwi agencies employed, paying unstinted tribute to 
the fidelity of ministry and membership does not in the least decrease our profound reali- 
zation of the leadership, the presence and power of God in those soul stirring and crucial 
days through which we have passed 

“ *Tis true, *tis pity, and pity *tis, *tis true, ” that here and there an individual or even 
a congregation feels no throb of the larger life and has no clearer, wider range of vision, 
because they have refused to be lifted up by that which has raised the Church to a new 
realization of her potentiality, to a new sense of her debt to any and all who know not 
God. 

Measured on the lowest level, one however not to be despised — oiz., the amount of 
money contributed for the cause of missions — we have gloriously succeeded. Our Church 
has paid more for missions in the last three years than in the thirty years that preceded 
this period. In the face of -the worst financial slump the country has known in a genera- 
tion, our people have redeemed their Centenary pledges in a way that has no parallel in 
all our annals. Not with all, unfortunately, but with multiplied thousands, there is a so- 
ber sense of accountability to God, a sense of stewardship, which after all is the only true 
foundation for the financial structure of the Church. While the Centenary Movement 
has brought into the service of the Church multiplied millions in money, amounts the 
most sanguine did not dare hope for a few years ago, this does not represent all the finan- 
cial enlargement, for during the same period the salaries of our ministers have been in- 
creased more than for the ten years preceding, and the marvelous response under the 
circumstances made by the Church to the call for Christian education, really constituting 
a modern miracle, had its origin in the same great spiritual forces, divine dynamics, that 
wrought out the record of the Centenary. 

As a Church, we have not measured up to our obligation or our opportunity, but under 
God we have made a beginning. Revivals of the Centenary period have resulted in a 
greater increase on profession of faith than our Church has ever known for a similar period 
of time. God, moving through the Centenary forces, has stirred other lands and shaken 
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other continents, priest-ridden regions to the south — Mexico, Cuba, and Brazil — in the 
Orient, among peoples “suckled in a creed outworn" — Korea, Japan, and China — a new 
life throbs, a new day has dawned. In Europe we have clothed the naked, fed the starv- 
ing, ministered to the bodies and spirits of those ground under the cannon’s wheel. In 
Belgium, Poland, and Czecho-Slovakia Methodism’s manifold service was possible only 
because of the Centenary. In the land of John Huss the people by the hundreds of thou- 
sands are turning from Romanism, and the multitudes are as sheep without a shepherd, 
and our Church alone is there to teach and, under God, turn this mighty tide of humanity 
into the paths of a vital Christian experience. Even in far-away Africa among the canni- 
bals of the Belgian Congo is felt the effects of the Centenary. Heaven pity the heart that 
is not stirred with gratitude to God for the marvelous manifestation of his favor. Sordid 
and sodden indeed must be the soul that does not crave a part in such a world program, 
that does not pray for divine grace and guidance for the Church in a time like this. 

The Tennessee Conference has played her part in the forward movements of the year. 
We have had a share in all our Church has done in the various lands where w^e labor. 
Within our own borders your Board, acting under the instruction of the Conference, has 
invested $30,000 of Centenary money in the school plant at Crcssville for the boys and 
girls of that mountain section. This school w ill begin its first session during this month, 
and more than twice as many as we can receive have sought the benefit this institution 
will bestow. Under God’s favor and the fostering care of the Conference, this school is 
destined to do a notable work, serve a noble purpose in training religious leaders for that 
section of our State. 

Practically every dollar asked for a year ago by presiding elders was granted by your 
Board. The same will be true for the coming year. This, like the institution at Crossville, 
has been made possible by the Centenary. In North Nashville the Methodist Institute, 
a plant costing more than $80,000 and furnishing us with the means for humanitarian and 
Christian service so greatly needed in that part of the city, is another outcome of the 
Centenary; for the most of this we are indebted to the General Board. Your Board has 
aided Ovoca and the Young Preachers’ Institute, two organizations doing colossal con- 
structive work for the training of the lay and clerical leaders of to-morrow. 

Under the direction of our Missionary Secretary nearly thirty of our able, experienced 
preachers gave gladly and gratis of their time last summer helping the men who served 
the missions. We are trying with some degree of success to develop into self-support the 
stronger missions of the Conference. The unfinished part of the Church’s program calls 
for the prompt payment of our Centenary pledges, for the rededication of ourselves to 
the work God has given us to do. Prayer, Christian stewardship and tithing, life service, 
the call of the irrehgious to repentance and saving faith, these fundamental and vital 
themes must still be stressed with soul stirring emphasis. We should meet the conditions 
that God may grant us a real and Church-wide revival, this is our deepest need. 

To allow carping criticism to destroy what consecration and cooperation have con- 
structed would be little short of a crime. If boards and commissions, being human, make 
minor mistakes, let him who is without sin among us cast the first stone. Having begun 
a good work, let us finish it in the name of the Lord. With gratitude to God for his signal 
blessings, with prayer for divine guidance, and depending upon his grace, let us go up and 
possess the land.

LAY ACTIVITIES. 



We heartily approve the plan of the Executive Committee of the Laymen’s Missionary 
Movement to hold meetings next January with Conference and district lay leaders and 
other leading laymen to discuss plans and to agree upon a program of lay activities that 
is commensurate in every respect with the demands of the hour. 

We further recommend that those meetings be followed by district meetings of Church 
and charge lay leaders and these in turn by mass meetings in all the Churches for the pur- 
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pose of carrying the newly adopted program at the January meeting into effect into every 
congregation. * 

We pledge our cooperation in the Centenary and Christian Education Movements to 
the end that both may be carried on to completion and that their purposes may be fully 
realized. 

Lay leaders everywhere are urged to support to the fullest extent of their ability both 
the Epworth League and the Sunday school, both organizations being conducted almost 
entirely by laymen. 

We call the attention of those whom the Church has charged with the tremendous re- 
sponsibility of caring for our honored superannuates and their widows and orphans that 
the laymen are ready and willing to perform their duty in making adequate provision for 
the needs of Conference claimants. We are waiting for our leaders to move forward. 

Every pastor who gives his full time and strength to the charge to which he is appointed 
should receive sufficient compensation to enable him to care for his family. Let lay leaders 
in all the charges exert themselves toward bringing the minimum salary up to at least 
$1,000 per year, and that, in addition to the salary, a completely furnished parsonage be 
provided in every case. In many cases this will require a little time, but a beginning ought 
to be made at once. 

Self-support ought to be encouraged everywhere. Our Churches in the homeland 
should be told what is being done on the mission field, where even whole Conferences 
have risen to self-support to release money for further extension of our missionary work. 

We favor the plan of having godly laymen conduct gospel services at circuit churches 
when pastors must be at other churches. The time has come to have a gospel service at 
every church every Sunday in the year. 

Thousands of our rural Churches never have prayer meeting. Let godly laymen, with 
the advice and consent of the pastor, take charge of the work and keep it going. 

Whereas Hon. J. E. Edgerton, the Conference Lay Leader, has done such excellent 
work for the whole Conference; therefore be it 

Eesnlved, That we express our appreciation for his service and pledge to him our sym- 
pathy and prayers in his national efforts to bring relief and cooperation to both capital 
and labor.

BOARD OF EDUCATION. 



It was a disappointment to many of our people that in our educational drive we did not 
raise the full sum that we had set our hearts upon, but when we consider the adverse con- 
ditions we should leel thankful for our really wonderful success. When we consider that 
this drive for funds was carried on when our Southland was in the throes of a financial crisis, 
little short of a panic, it would seem that even from a financial standpoint our drive was 
more successful than our wonderful Centenary Movement. 

But if we had raised the full sum and gone beyond it, even then this financial gain would 
not have been the greatest benefit that came to our Church as a result of this Christian 
Education Movement. We did not go over the top financially, but we went far beyond 
it in some of the other objectives. 

One of the five objectives of this movement was stated as follows: “To lead at least 
6,000 young men and women to pledge themselves to devote their lives to the ministry, 
to missions, or to some other form of Christian service. “ This objective has already been 
realized. The Department of Ministerial Supply and Training has reported to your 
Board that already more than 5,000 young men and women have volunteered for Chris- 
tian service. What do a few millions of dollars amount to in comparison with a gain like 
this? 

This great army of volunteers gives our Church a great opportunity, but it also, brings 
a great responsibility. They must be trained, and properly trained, if they are to render 
the greatest service. We are living at a time when technical skill is demanded in every 
line of service. Few people at the present time go to Church and attend upon its ordi- 
nances merely from a sense of duty, and the time is rapidly coming, if it is not already 
here, when even a moderate degree of success may be attained in any line of Church work 
by those who have not had special training in the technique of their chosen field. It 
would be a crime to send this army of volunteers into battle unprepared. For the prepa- 
ration of these volunteers we wish to call attention to the following facts in regard to the 
Education Movement. 

The reports that have been received from the various pastoral charges in the Confer- 
ence indicate a division of these charges into three classes: 

1. Those pastoral charges that have had the cause of Christian education fully and faith- 
fully presented to all the members of the Church and have secured in subscriptions either 
their full quota or as much as it was found possible to raise. 

It is our judgment that all that can be reasonably asked of these loyal and faithful 
charges is to collect the subscriptions that have been made. Nevertheless we feel that 
even in these charges there may be found later some individual members who are able 
and willing to make their subscriptions larger than was possible when the cause was pre- 
sented to them; and they, when found, should be encouraged to increase their subscript 
tions according to their ability and willingness. 

2. There are not a few pastoral charges and individual Churches where this cause was 
presented to the Church in a general way, but only a partial canvass of the membership 
was made for personal and individual subscriptions and in which the campaign for sub* 
scriptions was not completed but discontinued for the time being because of local and

temporary conditions with the understanding that at a more favorable time in the early 
future the canvass should be renewed and completed, giving the entire membership an 
opportunity to subscribe. 

We would urge upon all these charges that they complete at the earliest date possible 
the canvass for subscriptions until every member of the Church shall have been given an 
opportunity to make a subscription according to his ability. 

3. There are some Churches where practically nothing has been done in connection with 
this campaign. We give it as our judgment that it is the meet and bounden duty of all 
such Churches to give the entire membership an opportunity to share with their brethren 
the duty and the privilege of contributing to this important interest of our great Church. 
And we would urge all pastors who may be in charge of such Churches to see that this be 
done at the earliest date possible. 

We urge our people to pay promptly their educational subscriptions when they fall due, 
that pastors and presiding elders do what they can to secure prompt payment, and that 
as most subscriptions fall due November 1 we fix the first week in November as Pay-Up* 
Week. The schools and colleges of our Conference are sorely in need of money, and as a 
means of relief the cooperation of pastor, presiding elder, and people is urged in an effort 
to secure the prompt payment of pledges. 

That if Church collectors in any charge or charges have not been appointed, they 
should be elected at the first Quarterly Conference of the ensuing year. 

In order to comply fully with the technical point of Church law the matter of the moun- 
tain school at Crossville by a special vote of the Conference was referred to your Board 
of Education. We recommend that the Conference adopt the mountain school as already 
projected by the Board of Missions to be conducted by the Conference Board of Missions 
as a missionary enterprise. 

W. T. Thomas School. 

In May, 1914, Mrs. W. T. Thomas, of Cumberland City, in the spirit of love and loyalty 
to the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, and in the interest of Christian education, 
proposed through the Dickson District Conference to give to the Tennessee Conference 
the property of Cumberland City Academy. 

After a full discussion, the Board instructed its Executive Committee to visit Cum- 
berland City and investigate the whole situation and to report back to the Board at the 
next Annual Conference. The committee visited Cumberland City and recommended 
that the offer of Mrs. Thomas be accepted. 

The Conference adopted the report, and the Board entered with great enthusiasm and 
hope into the work of establishing a training school. 

The task has been a difficult one. As early as 1916 we find in the report of the Board of 
Education this language: “The W. T. Thomas School presents many difficulties. We 
find that it is almost impossible to establish the sort of school in which we believe unless 
we can put more money into it. As that is impossible at the present time, we are trying 
merely to hold it together until we can put more money there.” 

Again, in 1917, we find this report: “We are not satisfied with what we have been able 
to accomplish with the W. T. Thomas School, but we are trying to conserve the interest 
of the Church until we can make the school a real success.” 

There has been a growing conviction on the part of both the Board of Education and of 
the Board of Trustees that a great deal more money should be appropriated (a sum suffi- 
cient to make it possible to withdraw from the County Board of Education, and so be 
independent), or else withdraw from the school entirely. 

A joint meeting of the Board of Education and the Board of Trustees of the school was 
held at McKendree Church May 15, 1921. In this meeting a full and frank discussion 
brought out the following facts: (1) It is almost impossible, under present circumstances, 
to increase the annual appropriation to this school. (2) If the Church Board should 
withdraw from the County Board that would necessitate the building of another house 
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for the county, a thing the representatives of Cumberland City were unwilling to see done, 
as this would add great expense and also set up a rivalry between the Church school and 
the county school. (3) The needs for such a school as the Church proposed are not now 
as great as they were in 1914, and for the following reasons: (a) High schools have been 
established in other sections of that county, and no doubt one would be established in 
Cumberland City if we withdrew; (6) ’ Cumberland City has grown in material wealth 
and in school spirit to such an extent that it can now take care of its own educational in- 
terest. (4) That there is a reversionary clause in the deed to this property. 

By a large majority this joint conference voted to recommend a withdrawal from Cum- 
berland City. 

We therefore extend to Mrs. W. T. Thomas and to ail others who have been friends 
to this school our gratitude for their unselfish generosity. And we recommend that we 
withdraw from Cumberland City and that the property be turned back to Mrs. Thomas. 
And we empower the trustees to take the proper steps to return this property to Mrs. 
Thomas. 

We recommend that $150 be appropriated for the Ovoca Conference; that $125 be 
appropriated for the Young Preachers* Institute; that $1,800 be appropriated for Martin 
College, and $5,000 for the reduction of the debt of Martin College. 

We recommend for election as trustees of Martin College: George L. Beale, T. A. Kerley, 
T. C. Ragsdale, W. J. Yancey, F. M. Massey. 

We recommend for appointment George A. Morgan as president of Martin College; W. 
W. Alexander as Secretary of Interracial World Movement of North America; E. P. 
Anderson as Conference Secretary of Education; D. M. Ausmus as full-time executive of 
the Conference Education Commission.

StfNDAY SCHOOL BOARD. 

In the forward look of the Church there is need for a constructive program rather than 
a reconstructive one. 

As Professor Bower has said: “Too long has the Church waited until adult men have 
fractured their relations with the kingdom of God and built up aptitudes and habits that 
have to be broken down before they can be reinstated into the kingdom of God. The 
policy of reconstructing adult life delays its work at least a generation too long. ” Such 
a method is too costly in human values. It is too inefficient. What the Church must do 
is to build character from the ground up. 

“Education is lifted to its highest level when its efforts are directed not only toward 
the transmission of the inheritance of the past but toward the deliberate and intelligent 
control of the future.” 

Religious education is character education. Chrisitanity is the Jesus way of living. 
Therefore the task of religious education is to educate people in that way of living, and 
this is what the Church is now trying to do through the organized Sunday school. 

Our conception of this task has grown with the passing years. We now realize that we 
are dealing with life and not merely with things, with live boys and girls and not simply 
methods and materials; therefore the magnitude of the task calls for not only a recon- 
structive program of evangelism but a constructive program of organization, instruction. 
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training, and expression. For this task your Sunday School Board has adopted certain 
plans and policies for the coming year which, if carried out, will lead us toward the goal 
of a Christianized society whose chief desire is the realization of the kingdom of God on 
earth and to do his will as it is done in heaven. 

These plans and policies will be made known to you through the work of our field sec- 
retary as he comes to you during the year with institutes and training schools. We ask 
your hearty cooperation in the carrying out of these plans and policies. 

Reviewing briefly the program of our activities during the past year, we note the fol- 
lowing achievements: Two Conference-wide training schools, eight District Conference 
training schools, thirty-eight institutes, with over two thousand people in attendance at 
these schools and institutes. Nine hundred and ninety-nine persons took the courses of 
study, and five hundred and fifty of these received certificates of credit from the Teacher- 
Training Department of the Church. Every district in the Conference has been reached 
through these means, and a great awakening along the lines of religious education has been 
realized. When the records for the year have been compiled they will show a large in- 
crease in Sunday school membership and, what is of far greater importance and which 
statistics do not show is, that there has been an increased efficiency of the working forces, 
equipment, and organization. 

The goals for the coming year for adoption are as follows: 

1. The organization of each district in the Conference in accordance with the plans laid 
down in the Discipline. (See Discipline.) 

2. Training classes in as many local schools as possible. 

3. The holding of two Conference-wide training schools — one at Nashville and one at 
Ovoca. 

4. Six days' training schools in each of the following districts: Franklin, Gallatin, Clarks’ 
ville, Murfreesboro, Lebanon. 

5. Four days' training schools in each of the following districts: Fayetteville District, 
2; Cookeville District, 1; Mt. Pleasant District, 2; Dickson District, 2; Columbia Dis- 
trict, 1. 

6. Promotion of circuit and group institutes. (See Four-Times-a-Year Plan" leaflet.) 

7. Number of certificates of credits in teacher-training work for the entire Conference 
for the year, 1,000. 

8. Missionary education emphasized and Missionary Day observed in every Sunday 
school each month with offering taken, the same to be directed to some form of special. 

9. The use of our own Church literature and the graded- literature recommended for one 
or more departments of the Sunday school. 

10. Every Intermediate-Senior, Young People’s, and Adult Bible Class organized as a ‘ 
Wesley Bible Class. 

11. Every new church building project enterprised with the modern Sunday school in 
view. 

12. Sunday School Day observed in every Sunday school with offering taken. 

13. The observance of Children’s Week in accordance with the plans promoted by the 
General Sunday School Board. . 

14. At least twenty-five delegates from the Conference attending the Church-wide 
training school at Lake Junaluska and a minimum of ten from each presiding elder’s dis- 
trict attending Ovoca. 

15. At least twenty-five boys attending the Intermediate-Senior Camp Conference for 
boys and twenty-five girls attending the Intermediate-Senior Camp Conference for girls 
and twenty-five young people attending the Young People’s Camp Conference at Lake 
Junaluska. 

The Church is justly proud of the Sunday school literature that our Sunday school 
editor, Dr. E. B. Chappell, is giving us. There is none better, and it is so recognized 
throughout the religious world. This literature is kept thoroughly up to date, meeting 
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the’requirements at all times of the most exacting educational standards. We can see no 
necessity for any of our people using any other literature than our own. 

During the month of May there will again be observed Children’s Week. Plans for the 
observance of this week can be secured from Miss Minnie E. Kennedy, 810 Broadway, 
Nashville. Tenn. 

Our Sunday schools have contributed liberally to the Centenary fund. This work must 
continue. This is not the hour for retrenchment in the work of the kingdom. The forces 
of evil are presenting a solid front against us. Let us meet them in like manner. 

The observance of Missionary Day each month with a special offering is imperative. 
We urge our Sunday school officers, teachers, and pastors to write to the various heads 
of the departments of Sunday school work at Nashville for the latest information and 
plans of their respective departments and then make an effort to put these plans into 
effect wherever practicable. By thus keeping in touch with the “base of supplies,” the 
work of the kingdom will progress more rapidly and satisfactorily. 

The observance of Sunday School Day has become so nearly universal throughout the 
Conference as to need but little emphasis as to the importance of its observance. Through 
the funds raised new Sunday schools have been organized and helped, the missionary 
spirit quickened, the training of our forces has been made possible, and increased efficiency 
secured. 

It is with regret that we announce the retirement of our field secretary. Rev. J. W. 
Pearson from this special field of service. Brother Pearson has done invaluable work 
during the three years of his secretaryship, and his work will abide. We pray that the 
richest blessings of the Heavenly Father will be upon him in his new field of labor. 

It is with pleasure that we announce by the unanimous vote of the Board the selection 
of Rev. Cullen T. Carter for Field Secretary for the coming year and request his appoint- 
ment. 

The Board recommends Rev. W. M. Green as Sunday school agent. 

The Board expresses its gratitude and appreciation to the members of the Conference 
for their most hearty cooperation and liberal support during the past year. The presiding 
elders and pastors have been exceedingly helpful in this matter. We enter upon the new 
year’s work with greater confidence than ever, pledging our earnest efforts to advance this 
work of the kingdom along all lines.

BOARD OF CHURCH EXTENSION. 

Your Conference Board of Church Extension finds great cause for rejoicing in the in- 
terest which is manifested in church and parsonage building. The past year, notably one 
of great financial depression and uncertainty, has not abated the zeal of our people one 
whit in the matter of church building. Several congregations have lost their houses of 
worship through tornadoes, some through lightning and fire. Each of these communities 
has shown not only a commendable loyalty to and zeal for the kingdom of God, but a 
broad conception of the fundamental value of the Church to the whole life of the com- 
munity by projecting new church buildings which severely tax their present ability to 
finance, but which also represent an adequate preparation to take care of the religious 
life of the communities involved. Most of these Churches are securing plans from Our 
General Board architect and are thus building houses of elegant appearance and full pro- 
vision for modern Sunday school and Church activities. 

Your Board is greatly embarrassed, however, for lack of funds to extend really neces- 
sary aid to these worthy and commendable enterprises. Applications were before us 
for over $10,000 in donations and loans in every case a worthy cause, and in many cases 
a strategic situation was represented. Having less than half this amount to appropriate, 
we were confronted with the painful necessity of doing for none what we should like to 
have done and of denying aid to others altogether. 

We are setting these details before you in order to develop the following facts: This 
Board is your board; it has no other resources apart from the collections which you raise. 
We can only give out to the Churches what the Churches of the Conference give us. Qf 
the Centenary funds, the parent board gets only two millions, if all subscriptions to the 
Centenary fund are collected; and of this the Conference Board gets nothing. One mil- 
lion of the amount apportioned to the General Board is to be added to its loan fund. 
Forty per cent of the other million is to be used in church building in the foreign field, 
which leaves a balance of only sixty per cent for the home field, and this can only be paid 
out by the General Board as it is collected. There are two ways in which the Conference 
may help in extending more adequate aid to Churches which are struggling with building 
enterprises: First, by securing larger contributions for your Conference Board; second, 
where it is at all practicable, by asking for a loan instead of a donation, thus enabling us 
to increase our Conference loan fund, help you in your emergency, and continue forever 
to help others with the same fund which has helped you. A donation is by no means 
wasted, even if the church built thereby serves the community for only a limited period of 
time. But a loan becomes a perpetual and permanent working fund in the creation of 
places of public worship. 

The assessment against the Tennessee Conference for Church Extension is the same as 
last year, $10,304. 
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After getting all available information and carefully considering the merits of each 
application, we have made the following appropriations.

TEMPERANCE AND SOCIAL SERVICE. 

Your Board of Temperance and Social Service reaflSrms its declaration of a year ago on 
prohibition. In addition to this, we urge the members of congress to pass the pending 
bill seeking to strengthen the Volstead Act. The bootlegger is not the only offender and 
source of trouble in this traffic. The people that furnish the money and make him possible 
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are a menace to law and order. Along with these is the so-called “respectable class’* who 
patronize him and aid and abet in breaking the law. Without this class the others would 
not exist. 

Your attention is called to the statement made by some high officials in the revenue 
department of the government to the effect that 65% of officers whose business it is to 
enforce the law make no serious effort to enforce the prohibition law, and these officials 
make the further statement that many officers not only are in sympathy with but are in 
league with the bootleggers. These statements are confirmed by some private citizens 
who are in position to know whereof they speak. This state of things is a disgrace to our 
civilization. When officials that are put in positions for the protection of the public and 
paid for the same assume such an attitude as is here reported it is time for effective action 
on the part of the public. Something is urgently needed. We, as a Conference, call upon 
and urge public spirited citizens to take such steps as will cure this evil. Let the effort 
be systematic and persistent until results are secured. It does seem that easier and more 
effective ways should be found for impeachment and dismissal of all “Benedict Arnolds” 
in office. The enforcement of law is indispensable to civilization. 

The world is making perceptible progress in the application of social principles to the 
relationships of human life as embodied in the teachings of Christianity. 

In England Lord Robert Cecil has started a “national movement” in harmony with 
applied social Christianity. He called a conference “to establish commerce and industry 
on Christian principles, which has received remarkable demonstration of popular sup- 
port.” The conference insisted that the solution of present evils “can be found only in 
the practical application of the principles of Christianity to all the departments of 
human life.” Its aim is the “building up of a new order that shall be founded on broth- 
erly cooperation in service for the common good.” This movement grew out of a confer- 
ence of business men held in X919 to consider the relation of Christianity to commerce 
and industry. 

From a business point of view Hugo Stinnes is to-day the most noted man in Germany. 
He has “during the past six months emerged as an international figure.” “He sits on 
fifty different boards of directors; he is financially involved in hundred of concerns; seven 
hundred thousand workers are employed in his various factory groups; his fortune has 
long since passed the billion mark.” Among other notable achievements “this indus- 
trial monarchist at once established friendly relations with the trade unions by proclaim- 
ing a profit-sharing program through his immense realm.” A movement like that will go 
far toward establishing friendly relations between capital and labor. It is an example to 
the industrial world and is destined to have great influence upon it for a like movement. 

There are some very hopeful movements going on in this country. An important case 
in point is the manufacturer of clothing who conducts his business according to the Golden 
Rule. This rule is lived up to by both the employer and the employees. Its application 
resulted in a large increase in wages, much greater production, a decided increase in or- 
ders, an enlargement of the capacity of the factory, and a decrease in the price of goods. 
All of this resulted in a profit of $42,000 in one year on a capital of $60,000. As soon as 
the proprietor saw what had been his profits he adopted a profit-sharing policy in addition 
to wages. All of this brought about loyalty of the employees to the employer. When a 
bonus was announced, based on a per cent of salaries, which would give to the better paid 
employees a large part of the bonus, the better paid ones asked that the bonus be divided 
on the basis of time worked instead of on per cent of the salaries paid. This gave all the 
workers an equal share qf the bonus when the time worked was equal. This is not all: 
when thousands of employees in that locality were thrown out of work, these Golden Rule 
workers offered to give up their places for a few weeks to tide over those unfortunate 
toilers. This Golden Rule movement was inaugurated at the beginning of the period of 
business depression and prospered through it all. There were no strikes, demands, or 
negotiations on the part of the employees in that factory. 

A matter of urgent importance to the social life of the country is the problem of inter- 
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racial relationships. This is not a one-sided problem. The well being of every race is 
involved. The last General Conference and the Commission of Temperance and Social 
Service created by it have both called the attention of the Church to the problems in- 
volved, and they urge upon it to join in all worthy efforts to solve the same. They espe- 
cially advise that it work with the Commission on Interracial Cooperation. We espe- 
cially call upon the preachers and the members of the Church in the bounds of this Con- 
ference to cooperate in their local communities in all wise efforts put forth to bring about 
a settlement of these perplexing problems. 

Another matter of importance and interest is a movement in Tennessee to put in opera- 
tion vocational training for disabled citizens, both men and women. Mr. R. H. White is 
in charge of this worthy cause, and we commend him and his work to you and ask that 
you extend to him a friendly hand. 

A noteworthy movement covering all the preceding questions and all other social re- 
lationships is at work, both in the business world and in the government, and this is for 
all to be governed by the principles of politeness, kind treatment, and helpfulness to each 
other. A work of this kind is being done by the son of a Methodist preacher, “now com- 
mercial manager of one of the biggest electric light concerns in the world. He sees to 
it that these principles are observed by all employees under him. This matter was first 
impressed upon him by the polite and kind treatment he received when a boy doing re- 
pair work. Another case in point: The postal authorities of our government have rec- 
ognized and emphasized the human element in their service. This is not only carried on 
among themselves but is observed in their dealings with the public. This is one of the 
fruits of emphasizing a “democracy that is safe for the world.” It is doing unto others 
as you would have them do unto you. This spirit and attitude upon the part of all in 
authority will pour oil on many troubled waters and go far toward adjusting all human 
relationships. 

A letter prepared by a committee of the Nashville Methodist Union, proposing to deal 
with a matter of vital importance to the entire membership of our Conferene, is herewith 
submitted as a part of this report and the cooperation of the pastors and social service 
committees of the entire Conference is earnestly requested. 

“Dear Brethren: The home department of the Board of Missions has spent $78,000 for the 
establishment of a social service plant at the corner of Monroe Street and Seventh Avenue 
North in the city of Nashville. This plant is known as the Centenary Methodist Institute, 
and when completely furnished the total value of lot, buildings, and equipment will approx- 
imate$100,000. The work of this plant is carried on by the Nashville Methodist Union and 
covers every phase of social service endeavor, including religious work, literary work, 
music, social clubs, gymnasium classes, vocational work, and a clinic in which medical, 
dental, and surgical work are all done within prescribed limits. While in general the work 
of the institute is not available for people who live out of the city, much of the clinic work 
is. To illustrate the difference: If a boy comes and spends only one day in the gymnasium 
he accomplishes nothing, but he may come from any charge in the bounds of the Tennessee 
Conference or from outside the Conference, as for that, and spend a day in the clinic and 
have his tonsils removed and go home the same day, or certainly within a day or two, 
and yet be very greatly benefited even though he never makes another visit. 

“Possibly within the bounds of your charge there are several persons who should have 
brought to their attention the benefits which this clinic is prepared to give. The Union 
would like to have you get in touch with such persons and help them avail themselves of 
such privileges. The work is not limited to Methodists, but is open to any necessitous 
white person who can avail himself of the treatment that is offered. 

“If you have an opportunity to cooperate or if you desire any further information please 
write to the superintendent of the clinic. E. L. Roberts, Chairman; 

T. C. Ragsdale, 

Miss Bessie Allen.” 
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Your Board sent out three hundred postal cards to the pastors of the Conference, ask- 
ing for the names and addresses of the chairmen of all social service committees in the 
bounds of the Conference. In response to this request a hundred and twelve answered, 
and of the hundred and twelve only eighteen told anything they were doing. There are 
sixty-six pastors in the Conference who did not reply to the cards sent. This indicates 
one of the serious difficulties in the way of the growth of social service. Some replying 
do not hesitate to say that there is no need for such a movement in the Church.

CHRISTIAN LITERATURE. 

I. The Publishing House. 

No annual statement of the condition of the Publishing House has been received from 
the Book Committee by the Tennessee Annual Conference at this session of the same. 

Mr. W. C. Dibrell, Chairman of the Book Committee, full of years and abounding in 
good works, has fallen asleep in good hope of eternal life through our Lord Jesus Christ. 

Mr. D. M. Smith, of Smith & Lamar, has been and yet is in ill health, and we tender 
him our love and sympathy and remember him in our prayers. 

II. The Quarterly Review. 

The Church mourns the tragic loss of the brilliant, devout, and gracious Dr. F. M. 
Thomas, Book Editor and Editor of the Quarterly Review. 

To Dr. G. T. Rowe, as Book Editor and Editor of the Quarterly Review, we extend wel- 
come and doubt not that he will maintain the best traditions of the excellence of the 
Review. 

We again affirm our conviction that the Quarterly Review should be included in the 
reading course for all undergraduates of the traveling ministry of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, South, 

III. The Christian Advocate. 

We are in receipt of a letter from Dr. T. N. Ivey, Editor of the Christian Advocate. 
He shows that the Advocate costs for manufacture and mailing within thirty-seven cents 
of the subscription price of $2.50 per year. The circulation is 18,000, which gives on 
manufacture and mailing a profit of $6,660, toward salaries and office expenses. With a 
list of 100,000 subscribers the thirty-seven cents per subscription, over expense of manu- 
facture and mailing at present rates, would yield a net revenue of $37,000 toward edito- 
rial salaries and office expenses and possibly a small net profit over all expenses. We 
hereby propose a Church-wide campaign for 100,000 subscribers to the Christian Advocate. 

Dr. Luther E. Todd published in the Advocate of December 24, 1920, that he had per- 
sonal knowledge of three bequests of $75,000 each for benevolent purposes in our Church, 
all inspired by by reading the Christian Advocate. A periodical which incidentally achieves 
such results is worthy of unusual measures to promote its success. We are glad to concur 
with Dr. Ivey in recommending the inclusion of the Christian Advocate and the Midland 
Methodist in the budget of our Tennessee Conference Churches wherever practicable. 

IV. The Midland Methodist. 

Announcement has been made that the Midland Methodist has passed the 12,000 sub- 
scription line, but, while that is’ hardly a fact, we understand that the publisher, Brother 
ii Patton, will receive cash subscriptions at $1.50 per year, especially in clubs of ten or more, 

hoping that the proposed larger circulation will be realized within the coming year. 

Dr Burrow’s editorial work in general has been of a high constructive character, and 
even in disputed matters has been broadly fraternal and courteous. We commend him and 
his assistant Conference editors, and especially our own Conference representative. Rev. 
R. S. Tinnon, for continuance in office. 
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Of course, much yet remains to be done to perfect the literary quality of the contents 
of’^the Midland Methodist. Dr. J. J. Lafferty, for a long while editor of the Richmond 
Christian Advocate, used to say with reference to the versatile Dr. Whitehead, for many 
years Secretary of the Virginia Annual Conference, that he was accustomed to receive 
the crudest and most unskillfully written resolutions and reports, and in his reading they 
would come forth in musical and finished English and in the record would appear as they 
had been read. 

V. The Missionary Voice. 

The Missionary Voice, through its Editor, Mr. R. B. Eleazer, comes to this Board for 
the first time for recognition. The field that the Voice is intended to cover, our homeland 
and the other lands of our missionary enterprise, is worthy of the supreme art of the re- 
ligious paragraphist. The weak point in such periodicals is lack of incisive definiteness 
and incorrectness in the spelling of the geographical names that form part of their neces- 
sary geographical vocabulary. Eugene Stock sets the religious missionary editor a most 
admirable example in making his short geographical sketches of missions cameos of mis- 
sionary literature. The absence of the “tilde” and the “cedilla,” and such like requisites 
in the type fonts that lie back of the geographical literature of our missions, is a reproach 
to us as lacking foresight in preparation for its competent expression. The admirable 
mass of living and variegated information furnished by the Voice is worthy of the highest 
typographical art, and this paragraph is the expression of the jealous esteem of one who 
has read the largei: part of the individual numbers from its earliest to its most recent copy. 

The Missionary Voice is doing a great work, but it should be at least as large as the 
Review of Missions and the equal of that great periodical in authoritativeness. 

VI. Sunday School Literature. 

The Sunday school periodicals and Graded Lessons issued by our Sunday School Board 
constitute the most voluminous body of publications bearing the name of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, and in large part these pubhcations measure up to any compe- 
tent definition of “literature.” 

There is no excuse for the publication of a large part of this huge bulk of papers, pam- 
phlets, and books, counted now enmassehy the millions of copies, except that the world of 
religious teachers has got a new vision of the plastic elemental stuff of which human 
nature is composed; the dawn of intelligent emotion and purpose in childlife, the unleash- 
ing of the tremendous forces of adolescence, and the more or less orderly adjustments of 
the human spirit in manhood and womanhood, are all taken into account successively in 
these comparatively new ideals of the promoters of the modern Sunday school. 

The Teacher-Training Courses are in reality a desperate expedient, an intellectual 
short-cut in lieu of an adequate course in pedagogy. We must have teachers, not within 
a few years, but to-day, to morrow, at the utmost within a few weeks; hence the summaries 
and adaptions of the great and near-great books of modern psychology, history. Biblical 
theology, and exegesis: hence these institutes and summer schools. The marvel of it all is 
that we have as the ultimate residuum not altogether a thin veneer of culture but a gen- 
eral average of mental and spiritual uplift and an appreciable volume of desirable vital 
results. 

Of course here and there we shall and do have constructive and destructive faults; but 
much can be excused in a system that in so short a period can bring to pass so many and 
such desirable transformations. If the new methods had done nothing more than to group 
together some hundreds of thousands of three-year-olds and other small folks in regular 
classes in which definite intellectual, physical, and spiritual results are being obtained 
from year to year, the new type of Sunday school literature, ideals, and organization 
would be vindicated. 

Such a book as the “Student’s Life of St. Paul” may put down as teaching fact that 
Saul of Tarsus returned to Tarsus from Jerusalem when twenty years of age, being absent 
for ten years, and coming back to the Holy City after the conclusion of the public life of 
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Jesus, some years after the Pentecost of Acts ii. and at or about the time of the election- 
of the seven deacons. True, we have no historical data that bear out such a statement, 
but the course of events may very reasonably have been such as indicated in the delightful 
little handbook. But by and by we shall learn to lay aside undue emphasis on fact and 
sequence for which the budding mind (and even some types of undeveloped adole=»cence) 
has small appetite o’* none at all and shall adopt that psychologyically ba’anced statement 
of obscure truth, which will not assert the merely probable as fact, but will present the 
imperfectly known so as to make appeal to the undeveloped faculty of discriminative 
judgment. 

The careful reading of a large part of the books in use in the Sunday school teacher- 
training course of our own and other religious denominations, inspires one with admiration 
for the skill and fullness with which these abbreviations have been made from standard 
pedagogical and philosophical works most or much in vogue in the teachings of the day. 

The Church School, the syndicated organ of five different denominational Sunday School 
Boards, is an admirable publication, edited from the viewpoint of the graded Sunday 
school, much higher in relative price than our Christian Advocate, but filling an entirely 
different sphere. 

The proposed new periodicals for adolescents by our Sunday School Board are worthy 
of commendation from more than one point of view; they bring our Sunday school pe- 
riodical output into shape for competition with outside publications that cater to the same 
needs to which we propose to minister; they will bring home subscriptions from our own 
schools that now go elsewhere. J. J. Ransom, President. 

SABBATH OBSERVANCE. 

We hereby reaffirm the expression of our Conference as set forth in our Conference 
Journal of 1920 regarding the necessity of Sabbath observance by all in our State and 
nation as God commanded. Our special Sabbath Crusade Committee, consisting of Noah 
W. Cooper, W. R. Webb, and Bruce Lyle (who succeeded E. B. ChappelL, make report 
of their work during the year, as follows: 

“We have in every honorable way pressed our State and national crusade for better 
Sabbath observance. Our proposed State law, as set out in the .1920 Journal, was in- 
dorsed by our State W. C. T. U,, our Memphis and Holston Conferences, and by Negro 
Baptists and Methodists. This law and several other Sunday observance laws were 
introduced into the legislature, but not one was passed. Our Conference started this 
Sabbath-saving crusade which has now attracted the attention and thought of our nation 
and of many other countries. God and humanity are looking upon us and expecting us to 
carry forward this good work in cooperation with other God-fearing people. Our national 
Sunday law, as set out in the 1920 Journal, has been indorsed by our sister Annual Con- 
ferences of Louisville, Holston, Memphis, Louisiana, Upper South Carolina, North Ala- 
bama, North Georgia, Central Texas, Little Rock, North Carolina, South Georgia, 
Texas, South Carolina, North Arkansas, Mississippi, Alabama, Florida, Baltimore, 
Illinois. Missouri, Western Virginia, and Northwest, comprising three-fouiths of our en- 
tire Church We are expecting others to indorse it. On May 16, 1921, our Baptist breth- 
ren, representing three million members, in their convention at Chattanooga, declared it to 
be the duty of our government. State and national, to safeguard the civil Sabbath, ‘so as 
to guarantee one day in seven as a day of rest for every .'•itizen.’ Many other religious or- 
ganizations have responded to our appeal for united action to save our Sabbath-breaking 
nation from the fate of Israel and Europe. Our success seems marvelous to us. It has tak- 
en a great deal of prayer, patience, time, and money. On July 14, 1921, our committee, 
with other committeemen from sister Conferences, presented our national Sunday law and 
reasons for it in pamphlet form to our President and Congress in Washington. We were 
given a most courteous and respectful hearing. Our appeal is in the Congressional Record 
of July 13, 1921, at pages 3881 et se. 4 . On July 16, 1921, in the American Bible Society 
House, at New York, we had a most remarkable and beneficial conference with all the 
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great daily newspapers and news agencies. They gave us most courteous hearing, asked 
all manner of questions, and wired the news of our crusade to all the world. At our re- 
quest our law and reasons were printed upon their front pages, together with our request 
to every Sunday paper owner and editor and other Sunday laborers to say wherein we- 
were not right. Not one has ever attempted to say that we were not literally following 
God’s command. Some few of them let their reporters get off ribaldry about our being 
blue-law men. But they all know we are not, and that we are simply speaking with Chris 
tian sentiment that must prevail if our nation is to be saved. We feel that inestimable- 
good has already been accomplished. 

“Our Versailles Peace Treaty closed with a recommendation by all the nations that 
they all provide by law for one day’s rest in seven for every man, preferably Sunday. We 
have been giving voice to that cry. Our committee, with our brethren, have been voicing 
that call to every part of our nation. To carry it forward we must have an organization 
appealing for the help and prayers of all people. To do this we have organized the World’s 
Sabbath Observance Society, of which W. R. Webb is president, Bruce Lyle vice presi- 
dent, and Noah W. Cooper general manager. We beg your indorsement of this society. 
We intend to make it a living force to carry God’s command and the appeal of the Ver- 
sailles Peace Treaty for a Sunday rest for all men into the life and law of every nation. 
All expenses of our crusade have been paid by Noah W. Cooper, except $25 by Mr. W. D. 
Jenerette, of Mullins, S. C.; $10 by Fred Gray, of Nashville, Tenn.; $50 by Mr. Wade H. 
Cooper, of Washington, D. C.; and $70 by Messrs. William and Thomas Alloway, two- 
pillars of Elm Street Church, Nashville, Tenn.

We, your 1921 committee, heartily indorse what our special committee has done, as 
above outlined by them, and heartily commend the World's Sabbath Observance So- 
ciety, which they have organized, to the generous cooperation and support of all Churches 
and people. 

We heartily approve the united effort of Christian bodies now being made to amend our 
present State Sunday laws so as to forbid Sunday baseball, movies, and theaters where 
admission is charged, and other commercialized amusements, and to provide an 
adequate penalty for unnecessary Sunday labor and business of all descriptions, and 
pledge our support to their efforts. 

We recommend the election of Mrs. J. H. McCoy, Mrs. J. J. Gray, Jr., Dr. Marion 
Waldrip, Rev. George Stoves, W. R. Webb, Bruce L. Lyle, Noah W. Cooper, A. B. Ran- 
som, J. L. McWhorter, and F. M. Massey as our committee to cooperate in securing better 
State Sunday observance laws and our same committee, Noah W. Cooper, W. R. Webb, 
and Bruce Lyle, to carry forward the work for a national Sunday observance law.

EPWORTH LEAGUES. 

The success of the Epworth League work, both Conference and connectional, has been 
very pronounced during the past year. There has been an increase of new Chapters 
throughout the connection equal to twenty per cent increase over the highest number of 
any other year. In the Tennessee Conference our increase is double that of last year. 

The Conference pledge on the African special was paid in full. There was a ten per cent 
increase throughout the connection, making the total amount raised for missions and 
extension work $201,000. The Epworth League still leads in its. pro rata and per capita 
payments on the Centenary askings. 
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We are impressed with the distinctive mission which the Epworth League has for the 
Church in its program of evangelistic activity, its missionary spirit, and its field of life 
service decision. Practically twice the number of volunteers for the home Rnd foreign 
fields responded this year as in any previous year. 

We rejoice in the call for workers that is coming from the foreign fields. The General 
Secretary, Dr. F. S. Parker, is in the Orient at the present time studying the needs of the 
young people’s societies. Likewise all the other fields will be studied this year except 
Brazil. 

We direct your attention to the importance of observing Young People’s Day, the 
the second Sunday in May. This gives opportunity for presenting the constructive 
claims of Christian leadership; likewise, the public offering taken at this time provides 
for additional extension work. 

The midwinter conference at Clarksville and the summer conference held at .Ovoca 
were largely attended. Constructive plans were made at these conferences, and more 
than twelve young people made decisions for Christian service. 

We recommend the appointment of Garfield Evans as Superintendent of Missionary 
Work of the General Epworth League Board.

CHURCH PROPERTY. 

We have 692 churches, a gain of 8 during the year; 637 congregations with buildings, 
showing 55 Churches without a home. 

The value of churches is $2,723,100; increase for the year, $60,065, the smallest gain of 
, the quadrennium; indebtedness on same, $36,588, a decrease of $14,284 during the year. 
We have 178 parsonages; value, $483,550; indebtedness on same, $26,911. We have 
8 district parsonages; value, $40,500. 

We carry $1,209,200 insurance; number of churches damaged, 3; parsonages, none; 
damage, $13,500; collected, $3,700 insurance. 

Your committee recommend that our church buildings be kept in good repair; that 
broken glass be immediately replaced; that they be kept clean inside and out; that the 
doors and windows be kept closed when no service is being held. The condition in which 
a church is kept reflects in large measure the amount of interest the people have in the 
kingdom of God. Let us not forget that it is God’s house and that his business should 
come first. 

We also recommend that parsonages and their surroundings be so kept as to be models 
for other homes; that each charge be urged to provide a parsonage; and that trustees of 
both churches and' parsonages realize that a sound business policy calls for insurance and 
that all our property should be protected against fire and storm loss.

OVOCA. 

The Summer Conference was held at Ovoca, July 5-15, 1921. It was considered by 
those in authority as one of the best ever held. 

The program of Sunday school work varied very little from that of former years, many 
of the delegates doing credit work. The Sunday School Board furnished a very high 
grade of teachers, and they did most excellent service for the young people. 

The mission study and Bible work were more extensive than heretofore. The new plan 
adopted proved most satisfactory. 

The Epworth League program was enlarged so as to include classes in the work of the 
various departments. The number taking Christian culture certificates exceeded that of 
any previous year. 

The recreational program was more carefully supervised than it has been possible to 
arrange it for the past. 

The Board made improvements and the necessary repairs this past year to the extent 

$400. 

The attendance at our conference has reached a point that taxes our facilities for car- 
ing for the comfort of our delegates. • This is due to the fact that a few Churches are send- 
ing large delegations. 

We recommend that a more equitable distribution of delegates shall obtain next year; 
and we urge that the pastors, superintendents of Sunday schools, presidents of Epworth 
Leagues, presidents of missionary societies cooperate with the Board in attaining unto this 
end, as it is the purpose to reach all of the charges in the Tennessee Conference. 

We recommend the following for election as members of the Board of Control, whose 
term of office shall expire in 1925: W. B. Ricks, Lee Thomas, and C. T. Grizzard.

YOUNG PREACHERS* INSTITUTE. 

Your committee in charge of the Young Preachers' Institute submits the following re- 
port for the year: 

The Institute was held at Franklin, Tenn., June 7-14. There was an attendance of 
seventy-five, and the interest evidenced by those present was deeper than shown in any 
previous year. 

The program was perhaps the best yet presented. The problems of the country Church, 
evangelism, and the study of theBible were the three major subjects of the session. Your 
committee was unable to secure a technical expert on the problems of the country Church, 
but employed some of the ablest and most experienced men in the Conference to lead in 
these studies. In addition to the three major subjects, other phases of Church work were 
presented from day to day. 

A layman was so impressed by the work of the Institute that he contributed $100 to be 
divided into six awards to be given for the best work done by members of the Institute. . 

Your committee paid the expenses of forty-seven of the young men attending the In- 
stitute. The books of the treasurer have been audited each year, the audit of this year 
5 
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being made by Mr. Clarence Snell, cashier of the Shelby ville Bank. We are glad to report 
that from the first we have paid all bills promptly, and there has never been a time 
when we did not have some money in the treasury. 

The young men attending the Institute expressed in strong terms their appreciation of 
what is being done for them, and it is most gratifying to your committee to note the 
widening infiuence of this yearly gathering of the preachers. While conducted primarily 
for the younger men of the Conference, no pastor can attend without very great profit to 
himself. All who have come in touch with the work being done bear testimony to the 
value of these institutes. We recommend that this work be continued and enlarged.

MEMORIALS TO GENERAL CONFERENCE. 

* Memorial No. 1. 

Whereas for a centurj’^ and more no special legislation has been enacted in the interests 
of superannuates, except the creation of a “Board of Trust** about twenty years ago and 
the creation of a “Board of Finance** in 1918; whereas in all our history the superannuates, 
the widows and orphans of deceased preachers of the rank and file have received support 
on the basis of necessity, which means charily; whereas these men, women, and children 
are in this class on account of honorable service and by the action of the Church; whereas 
the Church honors itself, and their superannuated bishops, the widov/s and orphans of 
deceased bishops, in supporting them on the basis of honorable specified pension; whereas 
our sup>erannuates, the widows and orphans, have been subjected to a basis of support 
which is humiliating in the deepest sense, their private affairs, their sacred personal 
interests made public and discussed in a large board or before the whole Conference — 
therefore we ask for certain changes in the law of the Church governing this class of claim- 
ants. We ask that their support be put upon the same basis on which our superannuated 
bishops, the widows and orphans of deceased bishops is placed — that is, on the basis of a 
specified, honorable pension. To this end we ask that the law in the following para- 
graphs be so changed as to obtain this result: 

1. Repeal Paragraph 160, Section IV, page 65, of the Disciplineof 1918. 

2. So change Paragraph 187, Section XI, page 75, that a preacher may superannuate 
automatically, if he desires, at some given age. We suggest forty-five years of consecutive 
service in the itinerancy. 

3. Change Paragraph 188, Section XI, page 75, so that in all Conference action taken 
it shall be on the motion of the claimant’s presiding elder. 

4. To Paragraph 434, Article IX, page 185, add: “The years of service shall include 
the years that one has served as a supernumerary or as supply at the appointment of a 
bishop.** 

6. Change Paragraph 437, Article XII, page 186, so that the word “pension** shall 
appear in the provision made for the assessment, etc. Also put into the paragraph: 
“The Conference Board of Finance may settle quarterly with the claimants, final settle- 
ment to be made at the Annual Conference.** 

6. Change Paragraph 438, Article XIII, page 186, so that it will provide for settlement 
with claimants on the basis of a specified pension; and that the widows receive two-thirds 
the amount paid superannuates; and orphans (all in a given family together) the pension 
due their deceased mother. The word “ pension’’ to be put in every place referring to 
the basis or nature of support. 

7. Repeal Paragraph 439, Article XIV, page 187. 

We 8ugg(?st the following new legislation: 

1. That the minimum pension for superannuates be $240 per annum. If the “term of 
aervice” be made a condition in the pension, then $240 is in reality the minimum. That 
widows of deceased preachers shall receive two-thirds of this (or the sliding scale enacted); 
that orphans receive the pension of their deceased mothers. 
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2. The Conference Boards of Finance shall not be responsible for pensions or parts*of 
pensions when there is a deficit in receipts. 

. 3. The Conference Boards of Finance shall first deduct incidental expenses from the 
total receipts. Then from the residue not less than ten per cent as an emergency fund, 
this fund to be applied to claimants (1) who shall be placed in the superannuate relation 
at a Conference session and (2) to claimants who them.«»elves represent their cases as that 
of an emergency. The Conference Boards of Finance shall have full authority to distrib- 
ute the emergency fund. 

4. The Conference Boards of Finance shall have the right to hold board or executive 
meetings during the Conference year. 

6. The Conference Boards of Finance shall have the right to have a special session of 
the Conference, on an afternoon or evening, during the session of an Annual Conference, 
at which the bishop, or a chairman appointed by him, shall preside, and one of the secre- 
taries of the Conference shall act. 

6. The Conference Boards of Finance shall in their reports of the distribution of the 
pensions also state the post office address of each pensioner. 

7. The bishops and secretaries shall at the foot of the assignments of the active preachers 
write the following caption, “Superannuates”; and under this caption write the names of 
the superannuates, in connection with some presiding elder’s district (allowing them, if 
they so desire, to choose the district to which they shall be assigned). The presiding elder 
in whose district they are placed shall be responsible for and have oflBcial oversight 
of them. 

This memorial was signed by P. A. Sowell and twenty other superannuates, two 
supernumeraries, twenty-eight active pastors, and twenty-one widows of deceased 
preachers. 

The committee recommended concurrence in the memorial, and the Conference 
unanimously indorsed the recommendation. 

Memorial No. 2. 

Whereas the episcopacy is basal to our economy; and whereas the office should be 
safeguarded and kept near to the rank and file; and whereas we believe these ends will 
be conserved by applying to the office of the episcopacy tests and checks similar to those 
which pertain to other offices in the Church — therefore we, the Tennessee Conference, 
now in session at Springfield, Tennessee, respectfully memorialize the General Conference 
which is to meet at Hot Springs, Arkansas, in May, 1922, to take such action as will 
limit the term for which bishops may be elected, such term not to exceed eight years, 
subject to reelection at the end of said term.

Memorial No. 3 (a). 

Whereas it seems desirable that all the Annual Conferences, so far as possible, be 
represented on the General Boards of our Church, either through lay or clerical members, 
we, the Tennessee Conference Board of Church Extension, respectfully memorialize the 
General Conference of 1922 so to change Paragraph 332, Article I, as to give each An- 
nual Conference of our Church (in the United States) representation on the General 
Board of Church Extension, either by lay or clerical membership.

Memorial No. 3 (6). 

Whereas the General Conference of 1918 so changed the law governing Annual Confer- 
ence Boards of Church Extension as to require that all funds be administered by the 
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General Board, thus denying the Conference Boards the privilege of paying their own 
grants and handling their own money, we therefore respectfully memorialize the General 
Conference of 1922: 

1. To restore Paragraph 341, Article X, as it stood in the Discipline of 1914. 

2. To add to this paragraph the following words: “The Annual Conference Board may, 
if it so elect, turn over all its funds to the Board of Church Extension; one-half of said 
funds to be expended under the direction of the Board of Church Extension and the other 
one-half under the direction of the Conference Board and within its own boundary.”

Memorial No. 6. I , 

Whereas the General Conference of 1918 created the General Board of Finance, and l| 

instructed it with all diligence to proceed to raise adequate superannuate endowment; and || 

whereas said General Conference gave the right of way during the quadrennium 1918-22 B 

for organized campaigns to raise many millions of dollars for the Missionary Centenary T 

and the Christian Education Movement and limited the effort of the General Board of ^ 

Finance to secure funds for superannuate endowment during said period to the usual B 
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and ordinary methods of obtaining contributions for benevolent purposes; and whereas 
the General Board of Finance during 1918-22 has found the Church so thoroughly in the 
grip of the organized campaigns, as stated, that it has been impossible to increase the 
funds for superannuate endowment in such measure as to provide adequate support for 
the Conference claimants; and whereas the Conference claimants of the Church have 
continued patiently to suffer as they have suffered through the entire history of the Church 
on account of the lack of a proper support; and whereas the General Board of Finance, 
organized under the direction of the General Conference, incorporated under the statutes 
of Missouri, and located in the city of St. Louis, has become strongly and firmly estab- 
lished, thoroughly equipped, and competent to handle large funds; and whereas the Gen- 
eral Conference of 1918, and the consensus of opinion of practically all other Church leaders, 
have, by strongest implication at least, held out the hope that the ensuing quadrennium 
would be given to a special effort to provide adequate support for the Conference claim- 
ants; therefore be it 

Resolved, That the Tennessee Annual Conference hereby memorializes the Gen- 
eral Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, to be held in May, 1922, to 
give to its General Board of Finance the right of way during the ensuing quadrennium. 
May, 1922-1926, to carry on a special effort in all of the Annual Conferences to raise a 
minimum of $10,000,000 for superannuate endowment, the amount raised by the effort 
to be received and administered by the General Board of Finance, and credited on its 
books to the General Superannuate Endowment Fund and the respective Conference 
Superannuate Endowment Funds, according to the ratio of division to be determined.

1. That the Senior Epworth League and Young Peoples’ Missionary Society be com- 
bined into one organic society; that the Junior League and the Junior Missionary 
Society be combined into one organic society. 

2. That the publications and literature of these several societies be unified.

CHARTER OF THE TENNESSEE CONFERENCE. 

Acts of the Tennessee LiEOISLatubb, 1869-70, Chafteb LVI., Sections 4-9, Page 366. 



**Sec. 4. Be it further enacted. That the Tennessee Annual Conference of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, South, be, and the same is hereby, incorporated; and by that 
name may sue and be sued, plead and be impleaded, and may take and hold property, 
real, personal, and mixed, and all conveyances, devises, and legacies, and all other 
donations of every kind and description to the said corporation shall be good and 
valid although said corporation may not be correctly described, provided enough ap- 
pears, aided by extrinsic proof, written or parol, to show that the said corporation is 
the intended grantee or donee. 

**Sec. 5. Be it further enacted. That the affairs of said corporation may be managed 
by the said Tennessee Annual Conference, or any five persons said Conference may 
elect or appoint, said persons to be elected or appointed annually by said Conference, 
and shall continue in office until their successors are elected or appointed and enter 
upon the duties of the office, one of whom shall be by said five persons elected presi- 
dent of their body; and they may elect such other officers as they may think proper 
and necessary for the management of the affairs of said corporation. 

**Sec. 6. Be it further enacted. That the property which said corporation is author- 
ized to take and hold shall be applied to such purposes as the grantor or donor may 
designate; and if no particular purpose is designated, then to such religious, charita- 
ble, literary, or missionary purposes as said Conference may designate consistent with 
the provisions of this Act of Incorporation and the laws of the land; and in the event 
the purpose which any grantor or donor designates cannot, for any cause, be carried 
into effect, then said Conference may apply the subject matter of such conveyance or 
gift to any of the general purposes above designated. 

**Sec. 7. Be it further enacted. That said corporation may hold property of any kind 
in trust for such religious, charitable, literary, or missionary purposes as the grantor 
or donor may designate, not inconsistent with the laws of the land. 

**Sec. 8. Be it further enacted. That said corporation, or the five directors which said 
Conference may elect or appoint, shall have power to elect or appoint a treasurer of 
said corporation, either one of their own body or any other person, who shall hold his 
office for such time as said Conference or said directors may designate, and shall give 
bond and security for the faithful performance of his duties in such penalty as said 
Conference or directors may deem just and proper. 

**Sec. 9. Be it further enacted. That a majority of the directors authorized to be 
elected or appointed by said Conference shall constitute a quorum to do business, and 
may prescribe such duties for the officers thereof and adopt such rules for the gov- 
eniment of their body as they think right and proper; and said corporation may sell 
and convey by the usual modes of conveyance any property they may take or hold in 
furtherance of the objects and purposes above mentioned; and said corporation shall 
possess and exercise all the rights and powers necessary and proper for effectually 
carrying out said objects and purposes.**
